FOR THE SECRETARY FROM ROBERT S. INGERSOLL 

I WORKED WITH MONROE LEIGH ON ASEPCTS OF THE LOCKHEED 
PROBLEM AND ITS RELATIONSHIP TO MY TESTIMONY BEFORE 
THE PROXMIRE SUBCOMMITTEE ON WEDNESDAY. WE ARE PUTTING 
THE KEY ISSUES TO YOU BY ACTION TELEGRAM. 

I CALLED CONGRESSMAN CEDERBERG AND ASKED FOR HIS HELP 
IN RESTORING THE INTERNATIONAL NARCOTICS APPROPRIATION 
TO $42.5 MILLION IN THE HOUSE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE 
MARKUP TODAY. PASSMAN'S FOREIGN OPERATIONS SUBCOMMITTEE 
RECENTLY CUT THE SUM TO $25 MILLION. CEDERBERG SAID HE 
HAD ALREADY RECOMMENDED TO THE WHITE HOUSE THAT THE 
PRESIDENT CALL PASSMAN, AND HAD OFFERED TO FOLLOW UP. 

I ATTENDED BILL ROGERS' LUNCHEON FOR THE BRAZILIAN 
MINISTER OF PLANNING. WE DISCUSSED THE EXCESSIVE 
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IMBALANCE IN OUR BILATERAL TRADE. WE HAVE ALREADY 
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ARRANGED FOR THE TECHNICIANS TO MBET AND WORK OUT REMEDIAL 
ACTION. 

WALT CUTLER CALLED TO DISCUSS PROBLEMS IN ZAIRE AND HOW 
WE MIGHT BEST PROTECT U.S. INTERESTS GIVEN THE CHANGING 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN ZAIRE AND ANGOLA. 

I RECEIVED CONGRESSMAN DERWINSKI AND A NUMBER OF OFFICERS 
OF THE ILLINOIS AIR NATIONAL GUARD INTERESTED IN CON- 
STRUCTING A MONUMENT ON PUBLIC GROUNDS ON CAPITOL HILL 
HONORING GENERAL DRAZA MIHAJLOVIC FOR SAVING LIVES OF 
SOME 500 US AIRMEN IN YUGOSLAVIA DURING WORLD WAR II. 

THE IDEA GIVES THE GOVERNMENT OF YUGOSLAVIA HEARTBURN. 

I MADE CLEAR AS GENTLY AS POSSIBLE THAT THE DEPARTMENT 
COULD NOT AT THIS TIME SUPPORT THE GROUP'S DESIRE TO 
MEMORIALIZE MIHAJLOVIC. 

ALSO DURING THE DAY: SMALL GROUP MEETING, SWORE IN 
OWEN ZURHELLEN, INTERVIEWED CANDIDATE REFERRED BY 
WHITE HOUSE, AND REPRESENTED YOU AT A RECEPTION HOSTED 
BY THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE AMERICAN LEGION POST. 

TOMORROW: WEEKLY STAFF MEETING, CALL BY CANADIAN 
AMBASSADOR AND REVIEW OF HUMANITARIAN AFFAIRS ACTIVITIES 
WITH JIM WILSON.

I ATTENDED BOB INGERSOLL S MEETING, AFTER WHICH, AT HIS 
REQUEST, I CALLED ON SENATOR PERCY TO DISCUSS OUR POSI- 
TION ON INTERIM QUARTER FUND-NG FOR SECURITY ASSISTANCE. 

I CALLED IN SIMCHA DINITZ TO BRIEF HIM ON OUR DECISION 
TO HOLD CONSULTATIONS WITH CONGRESS AS THE FIRST STEP

A FULL REPORT ON OUR MEET.NG. 

I DISCUSSED WITH GEORGE VEST AND E’R T'E PROVISION OF 
REASONABLY SO HISTICATED VOICE TRANSMISSIOM EQUIPMENT 
TO ROMANIA, AND AUTHORIZED THEM TO GO AHEAD WITH THE 
TRANSACTION. 
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TOMORROW, I SHALL BE SEE,4G BILL SCRAN ON A D HOLDING 
POLICY DISCUSSIONS ON CENTRAL AND SOUTHERN AFRICA AS 
WELL AS ON THE PAKISTAN NUCLEAR RE.ROCESSING ISSUE.
